VVhen vve came in on a Unifed Air Liner about half an hour ago, the 
Capfain announced over fhe microphone, “Thank you very much for being 
our passengers. VVe hope you vvill be again vvifh us and the United Air 
Lines. VVhen you pass out, 1 vvould like you fo congratulate our air 
hosfess, vvho is going to get married tomorrovv.” So vvhile 1 have been 
admiring here the modesty and fhe dignify of your public relations iob 
in this avvards dinner, 1 vvould like fo tell you vvhat 1 did. VVhen 1 passed 
fhis lady, 1 gave her my card and said, “1 am specializing in designing 
residences for air hostesses. 1 congratulate you very much. 1 iust built 
a house in San Mafeo for an air hostess, vvho actually vvas lucky enough 
to marry fhe Capfain, here is my telephone number and here is her fele- 
phone number.” You see, fhe presence of mind is very important for 
an archifecf. 


This city, Kansas City, is a place, vvhich 1 could notice from the air, is 
undergoing a great deal of changes, such as Mr. Geissal and his staff 
are preparing in the Urban Renevval Agency. A great deal of things are 
happening here and are going fo happen in the near future. VVhatever 
happens depends, in the first line, on public officials, such as Mr. Cook- 
ingham, vvho has ninety million dollars saved up for you, and, also, on 
the public, vvhich produces some kindergarten children. But, it cannof be 
underestimafed vvhaf fhe press or vvhat the nevvspaper people do to en- 
lighten the public about the role of the architectural fraternity. 1 have 
mef architecfs all around the globe, and if is very interesting to study 
their situations, and the standing is not comparable vvith all it could be 
or all it should be of that profession vvhich is the most important one, 
as a mafter of fact, fhe only one vvhich is concerned vvith re-doing, re- 
planning the physical environment of the human scene of actions. The 
architects of all countries have a ferrific iob in front of them, but vvhere 
they are short of support, it is because of the lacking information vvhich 
the public has concerning the real essential iob. 


Novv, inviting co-professionals fo a compefition and vvinning prizes and 
giving prizes is one of the vvays fo document fhe interest of his profes- 
sion in beftering the services of our profession. İf, also, brings before the 
public the products of the best vvork done. İt is vvonderful vvhat 1 can see. 
İ only vvent very briefly around the exhibifion, and it is heartening . . . 
if ought fo be heartening fo the public, especially, that such buildings as 
these school buildings are being done, according to not provincial, but 
realiy the best national sfandards. The firm thaf vvas engaged, for insfance, 
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as consultanis on these school buildings is certainly one of the highe: 
class firms of archifectural practifioners. You have, also, other foreigner 
to the community operafing here associated vvifh local architecis. 1 pe 
sonally do not think thaf archifecture should be iust a provincial affail 
In reality, architecture is a vvorld-vvide problem, and the good accomk 
lishmenis should be measured against the best accomplishments anyvvher 
in fhe vvorld. There is no reason vvhy you should look at school building 
vvithout looking at the school buildings done in Denmark or Svveden, c 
even in California . . . or Texas. 1 believe fhaf archifecture in a time vvher 
the globe is so shrunk and vvhere the Constellations and fhe iet plane 
are alvvays flying in such short time from one place to the ofher, is a vvorİc 
vvide issue: and if concerns everybody much more deeply than mo 


people knovv. 


Of course, much has been made of fhe progress in technology and fh 
nevv materials, nevv gadgets and nevv lighting fixfures . . . and fhe Pr: 
dücers” Council vvill naturally put its vveight on fhis side. The archife: 
has fo have a tremendous knovvledge, and he cannof get any befter info 
mafion novv fhan from the technically trained personnel vvhich comes fror 
individual firms and firms vvifh vvhich he deals to get fhe lovv-dovvn o 
ihe nevvest progress in these fields. 


If. 1: vvould depend on vvhat 1 learned—l do not vvant fo say hövv man 
years ago—at the University of Vienna, 1 could not be an archifecf, th: 
is fo say, progressive architect. Most of our knovvledge vvhich vve havı 
vve have really from conversafions vvifh people vvho come from those firm 
and discuss things vvifh us. 


On the ofher hand, 1 believe it is a liftle bit dangerous for the professi: 
fo put ifs vveight of represenfing ifself fo the public on fhe needs of kno: 
ing the nevvest things only. The reason for that is fhat there is a cerfa 
element of fashion business shorft-range conduct developing from th: 
because our industrial knovv-hovv, as vvell as our commercial basis for 
requires that nevv models and nevv materials come out every year, eve 
season, almost like in the ladies apparel business. Hovv can fhe publ 
əublic officials and the taxpayer develop a confidence in a professi 
vvhich vvould not be steady in its investment advisory capacifies, becau 
an architect is an investment advisor as vvell. İt is so that you have 
have the confidence as a profession of the public and your specific in: 
vidual clienfs. There is nothing more undermining to such a confiden 
than if you have to admit that you are changing your minds every seasc 


That reminds me fhat the definition of a prude is a girl vvho is so mod 
that she pulls dovvn the vvindovv shade before she changes her mind. , 
architect is usually so proud that (confrary to fhe prude) if he changes l 
mind, he breaks info fhe front pages of the architectural magazines a 
ofher magazines. in reality, this is very deftrimental. 1 do not think ff 
vvifhout steadiness our profession can command full confidence and fa 
this out of the realm of pipe dreaming. 


The fhought comes fo me fo compare fhis profession vvith anofher p 
fession vvifh vvhich 1 compare my ovvn activities confinuousİy, and 1his 
the medical profession. VVhen 1 vvas a boy in Vienna, Americans used 
come fo Vienna fo study medicine, and 1 heard some rather contempfuc 
remarks about these American studenfs and doctors, most of them hk 
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been graduafted before they arrived in Vienna. VVithin one generation 
and a half, the medical profession of America . . . the American Medical 
Association has lifted this profession by its boot straps ouf to the leading 
and commanding medical profession in the vvorld. If is at the present 
time, beyond doubf, fhe best frained, best organized and most esteemed, 
and 1 vvould say, respected profession, respected by legislators. Hovv 
did they do it? 


Today, if they vvant fo build a hospital in Lima, Peru, they vvill follovv 
exactİy the regulations of the American Medical Association. İf they vvant 
at all to have any resident physicians or nurses or sfudent nurses, they 
must svvifch to an American-run hospital. No legislator in Peru vvould 
ever think of counteracting fhe American Medical Association as to any 
of their rules concerning fhe various physical facilities vvhich occur in a 
hospital. İt vvould be a crazy undertaking. Novv, it vvould be interesting 
to study hovv the American Medical Association has produced fhis change, 
nof over centuries, but in a very, very short time. İf is a most admirable 
and, perhaps, unparalleled effort of pufting a profession on fhe map. 


Novv it is my conviction that the archifectural profession is the only one 
vvhich is really legitimaftely connetted, and if is certainly the oldest one, 
vvith the planning of physical environment. During fhe last couple of 
hundred years, the idea has been grovving, and has been acceptfed, that 
all organisms survive by adiustment to physical circumstances. VVell, it 
does not apply to human beings. VVe have no frouble vvith fast changing 
climates or fast changing natural circumstances, and vve can very easily 
make this adiustment like any other plant or animal. 


Our trouble is the explosive inventiveness of our brains. VVe have the 
kind of development vvhich calls not for biological adiustmenfs vvhich 
take a hundred thousand years. İt is all moving so fast thaf the only vvay 
to survive for us is through co-ordinafion of all these physical happenings 
and events around us. Everyone of us vvho is designing the smallesf fvvo 
bedroom house is a co-ordinator to balance all these things into one 
profect, and fo try to make if harmonious fo a point vvhere it serves as 
a group of stimuli on human beings so fhaf they feel vvell. An architect 
is not supposed fo only handle and assemble vvell advertised materials, 
and he is not supposed fo play vvifh forms and colors and sfrucfure. His 
main material ought fo be the human material, vvhich is so sensifive in its 
responses. Inside of a human being all kinds of life processes are going 
on vvhich can be either helped or disturbed or harmed by fhis oufer 
stimuli. VVe have some nine million Americans cooling fheir hot heels 
in psychiafric vvaiting rooms each year. This is, 1 think, fvvo and a half 
times as many as patients of other diseases. Novv, if somebody cannof 
see vvhaf this has to do vvifh our age of vvonderful and povverful progress, 
he certainly is shortsighted. This is the Povver Age. 1 vvas talking vvith 
somebody in San Francisco vvho said, “İt gives you a tremendous sense 
of povver if your automobile breaks dovvn on the bridge approach and you 
can hold up tfvvenfy-five thousand cars standing behind you.” VVell, vve 
have a İot of such povver, and vve exercise if continuousİy on each other 

. . and drive each ofher crazy . . . and our home, of course, fhe place 
vvhere one parf of the family vvaits until the other part of the family 
brings home fhe car, is nof realİy a relaxing place. The vvhole tovvn is 
a place vvhich confributes to nervous disorders and to the greaf consumer- 
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ship of tranquilizing pharmaceuticals, vvhich come on the market and 
everybody has fo fake some pills. It looks to me that archifects are 
engaged in a prevenfive medicine profession. 


VVe can really, should really push in fhe direction to make our vvorld 
planfully biologically bearable and vvholesome. VVe have fo accept, and 
vve vvanf to accepf, and 1 am fhe first one fo accepf all the modern means, 
but fhe question is, vvhat do vve do vvifh them? Are vve nof able to 
co-ordinafe things, harmonize fhings so fhat human beings can live vvith 
their equipment vvhich they have inherited? Architects are supposed fo 
be time-binders. They are dealing vvifh the pasf: they alvvays learn some- 
thing about the past in their schools. Somebody is alvvays talking of the 
pasf siyles. And vve deal vvith the present. VVe are all supposed to have 
a greaf gift of anticipation, because fhe people put in all their savings 
and stretch all their credit to be indebted for an amortization period, and 
vve are fhe ones vvho vvill have fo anficipate vvhat is going fo happen. 
İn other vvords, vve deal vvifh the pasf, the present and the future. 


As 1 say, 1 have been in many counfries and 1 have seen the students and 
The young archifecfs, and they have the feeling that everything has been 
tried and it is necessary fo stand on their heads and have a nevv idea, l 
vvould say, from “scratchism,“ and continuousİy have some enfirely nevv 
approach fo this problem of building. VVe cannof say that everything has 
been tried and every career overshadovved. Men like Le Corbusier, Frank 
Lloyd VVright, or 1, myself, cannot serve as a paftern of a career for the 
future of a young man in fhe profession for the simple reason that vve 
have lived under different circumstances. Things change so much as fo 
vvhat determines a possible, a feasible career. VVhen 1 vvas a boy in 
Vienna, 1 must have been five years old, 1 savv a Buffalo Bill shovv, and 
1 decided then and there fo go fo America. 1 had the vague idea that 1 
vvould marry info the family of an Indian Chief, 1 vvould marry his daughter 
and be accepted info fhe fribe, but vvhen 1 actually arrived here, 1 found 
that it vvas not possible to do fhat any more, fhat if vvas over. İncidentally, 
I vvas, also, married, and fhe vvhole thing broke dovvn, so 1 decided to 
become an archifect. 


VVhat 1 vvanf fo say, is fhat you cannot imifate such a thing as 1 did. 1 
found myself compleftely alone in a hemisphere: there vvas nobody fry- 
ing to do any such things as 1 have been frying to do, and 1 have nof 
changed my mind. There is no frace fhaf I have changed my mind in 
forty years. İt vvas extremely difficult. The only man here in fhis country 
vvho vvas doing these things vvhich vvere considered unconventional vvas 
Frank Lloyd VVright, but he vvas unknovvn so he vvas of no parficular help. 
Ny only vvay of making a career vvas evidenfly not by shovving prospecfs, 
possible prospects, any magazines or by shovving them pictures of vvhat 
İ had done, because fhere vvere no magazines. You have only to go fo 
the public library and İook at the architectural magazines of 1920, and 
you vvill see vvhat 1 vvas pifted against. 


İ vvas in a much more difficulf sifuation fhan any young man conceivably 
can be today. 1 really had absolutely no friends, confacfs or vvindfalls 
of any kind, and 1 had not married a vvoman vvho vvas fhe niece of the 
mayor, or anything of the kind. So vvhat did 1 do? 1 did nof even knovv 
the language, and 1 vvas vvorking vvifh gesticulations and facial expres- 
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sions. But 1 did shovv my very small, diminutive clienfs, vvhich 1 found, 
and 1 found them very scarce, indeed—one or fvvo a year—but 1 founc 
ihese people, and 1 shovvedi that 1 vvas passionately interested in under. 
standing them . . . and coming close to somebody by understanding them 
makes them almosf fall in love vvith you. Some man finds a girl vvhc 
seems fo understand him very much, and he cannof help falling in love 
vvifh her, and vice versa. İt vvas exactly this process vvhich made fhese 
people stick it out vvith me and do fhings vvhich fhey had never seer 
and vvhich 1 could not prove had been done before. 


1 believe so many vvho have vvorked in my office, I mean, apprenficinç 
vvith me, had a very clear, clean-cut vievv into my activities. There vva: 
nofhing puzzling about it. All conversations vvere overheard, and they 
acfualİy savv vvhat 1 vvas döing. Novv, this sympafhetic undersfandinç 
goes along vvifh me fo great defail. 1 vvould compare fhis to the techniqus 
of a doctor, of course, vvith a subiective report like a doctor. First, vvher 
you go to a doctor, he asks you vvhat is your complaint, and you star 
telling him all kinds of sympftoms. But, this is not yet a diagnosis. H. 
then gives you some examinations, and fhaft is vvhat 1 do. 1 start vvitl 
sympftoms and 1 listen to this subiective report . . . and fhe same is frus 
vvhether these people are residential clients, a husband and vvife, o 
vvhether it is a board of directors of an insurance company or frusfees of : 
college, even the Army. U. S. Corps of Engineers officers finally, in the prc 
cess, take off their tunics and become human beings. They are all humar 
beings underneafh, and as such fhey have a common denominator. Yo 
can find out all kinds of things about them, their fears and ambition 
and their actual different equipment, each one is an individual and ha 
to be freated on fhis basis, and then he becomes very enthusiastic.
